Dr.  Blumenthal 
Will  Attend 
Annual  Meeting 

College  Instructor 
Organizes  American 
Socological  Society 


Dr.  Albert  Blumenthal,  founder 
and  chairman  of  the  Committee  for 
Conceptual  Integration  in  the  Am¬ 
erican  Sociological  Society,  will  at¬ 
tend  the  second  annual  meeting  of  i 
the  society,  to  be  held  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Pa.,  December.  28-30. 

The  purpose  of  the  Committee  for 
Conceptual  Integration,  according 
to  Dr.  Blumenthal  is  to  analyze 
technical  terms  in  sociology  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  agreement 
among  sociologists. 

The  Committee,  in  its  second  year, 
has  a  membership  of  about  thirty- 
five  socoligists  of  which  many  are 
eminent  scholars  in  the  United 
States.  Among  the  members  are 
such  men  as  Professors  L.  L.  Ber¬ 
nard  of  Washington  University;  E. 
S..  Bogardus,  -University  of  .South¬ 
ern  California;  B.  Malinowski,  Yale 
University;  F.  Znanieckl,  Columbia 
University;  and  Read  Bain,  Miami 
University. 

Begun  Last  Year 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  the  first  one  of  its  kind 
ever  to  be  held  under  the  auspices 
of  the  American  Socological  Society, 
was  conceived  and  worked  out  en¬ 
tirely  by  Dr.  Blumenthal  dining  the 
summer  of  1938  with  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  being  held  in  Detroit  during  the 
Christmas  holidays  last  year.  It  is 
the  belief  of  Dr.  Blumenthal  that 
the  time  has  arrived  for  a  more  or¬ 
ganized  and  systemized  way  of  clas¬ 
sification  of  the  fundamental  terms 
in  the  socological  field  of  the  social 
sciences. 

Eight  reports  will  be  made  at  the 
Philadelphia  meeting  on  researches 
that  have  been  carried  on  in  tho 
socological  field  this  year.  Each 
poison  uppn  joining  the  Committee 
promises  tp  make  a  research  con¬ 
tribution  within  two  years. 

Has  Written  Books 

Dr.  Blumenthal,  is  the  author  of 
the  book  “Small  Town  Stuff,”  pub¬ 
lished  in  193?  by  the  University  of 
Chicago  press.  His  biography  re¬ 
cently  appeared  in  "America’s 
Young  Men"  which  is  the  "Who’s 
Who"  for  men  under  forty. 

Immediately  after  his  book, 
"Small  Town  Stuff”  came  off  the 
press,  it  was  given  a  first  page  re¬ 
view  in  the  New  York  Time’s  book 
review  section.  He  has  just  finish¬ 
ed  co-authoring  a  novel  with  a 
woman  novelist,  Ann  Chamberlain, 
which  should-  be  published  within 
a  year.

Conversation  Inspires  Graduate  to

Yuletide  Spirit 
Should  Prevail 
Throughout  Year 

Annual  Festival  May 
Not  Mean  Good  Cheer 
Will  Follow  After

When  today  students  will  toss 
aside  their  books  and  forget  College 
life  for  a  few  days  in  order  to  spend 
Christmas  at  home,  some  of  them 
may  well  be  grateful  for  the  chance 
j  given  to  them  by  a  custom  of  nearly 
two  thousand  years.  They  will  be 
able- to  discharge  the  duties  impos- 
:  cd  on  them  by  an  equally  ancient 
i  tradition  very  cheaply  by  entering  a 
!  store  and  buying  a  few  presents  and 
jhave  done  with  it. 

No  doubt  these  presents  will  be 
very  welcome,  and  the  arduous  duty 
of  expending  a  little  time -and  mon¬ 
ey  in  their  purchase  in  amply  rec¬ 
ompensed  by  the  gifts  they  will  re¬ 
ceive  and  expect  to  receive  in  return. 
But  the  season  demands  something 
more  than  the  diffusion  of  but  mo¬ 
mentary  joy  or  satisfaction. 

It  is  harmony — harmony  within 
oneself  and  one’s  surrounding,  that 
ought  to  be  striven  for  not  only  at 
Christmas,  but  throughout  the  year; 
and  the  presentation  of  gifts  at  this 
particular  time  is  merely  a  symbol 
for  the  desire  to  live  together  har¬ 
moniously  and  to  accomplish  peace 
within  oneself  and  the  rest  of  man¬ 
kind.  Gifts  may  speak  for  good 
will;  they  may  express  feelings  bet¬ 
ter  than  words;  but  taken  by  them¬ 
selves  they  are  exchanged  only 
among  persons  who  are,  or  should 
be,  friends  already. 

It  would  be  futile  to  achieve  this 
harmony  merely  through  the  means 
of  one  annual  festival  which  people 
have  agreed  to  celebrate  as  the  fes¬ 
tival  of  peace.  It  should  serve  as 
a  reminder  for  the  following  year, 
not  as  the  creator  of  a  mood  which 
is  to  be  discarded  as  soon  as  the 
new  year  has  begun  and  the  gifts 
have  been  forgotten.  Santa  Claus 
and  Jingle  Bells  may  be  necessary 
attributes  to  a  festival  which,  how¬ 
ever,  is  far  removed  from  artificial 
sentimentality,  but  the  coziness  they 
conjure  up  may  not  be  mistaken  for 
harmony  and  the  spirit  of  peace. 

"Peace  on  Earth;  good  will  to¬ 
wards  men"  was  the  goal  that  was 
laid  down  nearly  twenty  centuries 
ago,  and  it  cannot  be  accomplished 
by  giving,  be  it  sincere  or  merely  os¬ 
tentatious.  Neither  can  it  be  gain¬ 
ed  by  inculcating  into  others  teach¬ 
ings  which  the  would-be  reformer 
lias  not  been  able  to  absorb  himself. 
He  will  liavo  to  attain  individual 
stability  and  harmony  before  at¬ 
tempting  to  spread,  tlie  truth,  as  he 
sees  it,  to  others,  and  then  lie  will 
realize  that  neither  preaching  nor 
tlie  sword,  but  tlie  discernment  of 
each  of  his  fellowmcn  will  bring 
nbout  Pence  on  Earth.

Speaker  Talks  of 
Life  Under  Nazi 
Rule  at  SS-IRC 


"Trying  to  understand  how  the 
Nazi  organization  was  founded  is 
one  of  tlie  first  things  that  a  per¬ 
son  visiting,  traveling,  or  studying 
in  Europe  will  try  to  find  out,”  Dr. 
Lorace  Landfather  told  the  Social 
S  c  i  e  n  c  e-International  Relations 
Clubs  last  Tuesday  evening  at  their 
first  meeting  of  the  Winter  quar¬ 
ter. 

Dr.  Landfather,  Maryville  practic¬ 
ing  physician,  told  a  Missourian  re¬ 
porter  that  he  was  not  a  student  of 
international  affairs,  but  was  na¬ 
turally  concerned  when  living  in  a 
country  where  so  much  political  ac¬ 
tivity  was  going  on.  Dr.  Landfath¬ 
er  spent  a  year  studying  in  Vienna, 
Austria,  previous  to  tlie  outbreak  of 
the  wnr. 

It  is  the  belief  of  Dr.  Landfather 
that  neither  Italy  nor  Germany 
could  carry  on  a  long  war,  and  that 
the  reason  for  the  noticeable  quiet¬ 
ness  on  the  Western  Front  is  Ger¬ 
many’s  fear  of  the  British  blockade. 
He  stated  that  previous  to  the  war, 
Germany  imported  seven  million  of 
tons  of  wheat  annually.

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AN  EDITORIAL 

A  Home,  Perhaps— 


Young1  men  .on  the  Campus,  are  you 
oeglo'cting  a  part  of  your  education'? 

'.i-liat  is  a  question  which  may  well  be 
■worth  'while  asking  and  searching  for 
the  answer.  The  problem  is  oile  for  which 
it  is  hard  to  find  any  definate  or  im¬ 
mediate  solution. 

The  'sitnatiem  is  obvious.  But  not  a 
careful  observation  is  made.  And  it' is 
hard  to  ma'ke  a  careful  observation  to 
the  things  which  are  common  to  us.  There 
is  the  story  about  the  large  city  where 
the  city  hall  was  stolen,  and  none  of  the 
city  people  missed  it  until  a  stranger 
from  outside  the  city  called  attention' To 
it. 

On  this  campus  there  are  about 
300  young  men  who  are  living  in  -home's 
off  the  campus,  svhere  they  have  to'  pay 
board  and  room.  To  the  stranger  who 
came  to  this  city,  there  might  be  .a  .ques¬ 
tion  vas  to  whether'  these  300  young  men 
are  getting  all  that  they  pay  for,  in  MV- 
iug  a  real  home  while  they  are  in  college. 

What  should  be  the  controlling  idea 
for  students  living  in  these  •  homes? 
Should' the  student  think  of  his  hoiiieas 
a  sleeping  place,  a  shelter,  or-shbuld,  He 
think  of  it  as  a  home?  And  if  ho  thinks 
of  it  as  a  home,  are  there  certain  stan¬ 
dards  which  should  reached  in  making 
if  si  real  home  ?  . 

These  questions  lead  to  this  idea: 
In  obtaining  a  well-rounded  college  edu¬ 
cation,  is  i|  not;  just  as  important  to  have 
a  proper  home  environment  on  the  cam¬ 
pus,  as  iris  to  road  good  hooks?' Surely 
this  Is  a  parf  of  the  idea  of  gaining  ah 
education. 

In  considering  what  makes  a  campus 
room  a  home,  one  must  not  .judge  the 
room  by  Ihe  quanity  or  quality  of  equip¬ 
ment  it  has,  but  whether  the  room  :is 
inviting,  cheerful,  and  homelike.  There 
is  surely  no  excuse  for  a  student  living 
in  a  room  which  has  ugly  floors  and  wall- 
paper,'  threadbare  window  shades,  and 
furniture  which  is  nothing  more  than 
second-hand  junk.  :  '■ 

-  Perhaps  it  would  he  well  to  ask  a  few 
questions  and  seek  an  answer  to  them. 
Here  are  a  few  to  consider;  *‘u" 

1 .  Should  students  be  encouraged 
to  live  in  houses  which  are  thickly  pop¬ 
ulated-,  or  should  they  be  seatteved.oUt'in 
more  houses  with  only  a  few  •iinucacli’- 
place  ? 

2.  Should  there  lie  an  organization 
on  the  campus  for  men,  similar  to  the 
organization  for  women  living  in  off- 
campus  houses,  which  organization 
might  deal  through  a  president  with  the 
landlady  and  tlic  College? 

3.  To  what  extent  should  the  Col¬ 
lege  mako  it  its  responsibility  to  see  that 
the  College  man  has  a  real  home?  - 

4.  To  what;  extent  does  •  the  stu¬ 
dent  want  to  pave  a  real  homo  while 
attending  college  hero!  '  *' 

5.  "To  what  extent  is  it  a  part  of 
the  education  of  a  young  man, to  l,carn  to 
live  independent  according  to  set  stan¬ 
dards  as  a  gentleman?'  (This  point  is 
important  since  many  will  bo  Softool 
teachers,  and  go  out'  into  communities 
Whore living  conditions  will  be  more,  of  n 
problem.) 

6.  Should  the  policy  of  rooming 
houses  be  for  them  to  be  .operated  as  a 
unit,  instead  of*’ bach  man  renting  tho 
room  and  dealing' with  the  landlady  in¬ 
dividually?1 

The- whole  problem  resolves  itself 
to  this:  Tho  Collogo bean  help  the  men 
who  are  student's  hole  only  as  ntiuoli  as 
they  are  willing  to  eooperato  and,  ae- 
eoive  the  help.

Time  to 
run  for  classes.  Forget  tlie  disiies. 
We ’ll  do  'em  tonight,  if  we  have 
time  before  the  dance. 

And  so  ends  a  typical  morning  for 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Justmarried .  Student 
on  the  campus.  The  rest’  of  the  day- 
goes  much  more  smoothly,  and.  by 
evening  tlie  newlyweds  are  feeling 
more  like  their  old  selves,  happy, 
and  carefree,  with  the  woes  of  the 
morning  forgotteh.  -They-  even  do 
tlie  dishes  in  double  quick  Utno. 
meanwhile  pitying  the  poor  stick-in- 
the-mud  grinds,  the  single  students, 
who  are  bound  by  college  regulations 
at  every  turn,  and  can’t  even  go  to 
a  public  dance  or  a  midnight  show 
when  they  want  to.

Art  Exhibit  Has 
Puppets  to  Show 
Visit  to  Dentist 

Figures  Typify  Tooth 
Nerves,  Germs,  and 
Horror  of  Dentistry 

Who  has  not  faced  the  ordeal  of 
(l  visit  to  his  dentist?  Everybody 
dreads  this  trip  which  is  advised  by 
health  specialists  in  our  modem  age. 
At  an  exhibit  in  the  fine  arts  de¬ 
partment  on  the  fourth  floor  of  the 
administration  building  Is  a  series 
of  puppet  figures  that  vividly  il¬ 
lustrate  a  youth’s  opinion  of  a 
dentist  and  his  work. 

In  a  series  of  sixteen  figures  the 
group  shows  the  youth  and  his 
parents  and  friends.  Two  puppets 
typify  the  tooth  nerves.  Horried  ap¬ 
pearing  creatures,  they  are  elutchbig 
a  hammer,  which  we  associate  with 
the  dentist.  Attired  in  gaudy  colors 
two  other  figures,  one  smiling  and. 
one  frowning,  represent  germs. 
Another  group  shows  the  tooth 
brushes. 

Dr.  Fixit,  the  dentist,  and  a  police¬ 
man  are  also  present. 

A  figure  which  might  be  though 
of  as  the  toothless  old  fellow  who 
never  cared  for  his  teeth,  has  n 
movable  chin  and  opens  his  mouth.

This  work  has  been-  prepared  by 
employees  of  the  Works  Progress 
Administration  in  cooperation  with 
the  Carnegie  museum  in  Pittsburgh, ' 
Pennsylvania.  Included  with  the  ex¬ 
hibit  are  plates  showing  the  history 
of  dress,  models  of  houses  giving 
their  history  from  the  cave  man  to  j 
the  modern  American  structure,  and 
dioramas,  one  which  depicts  the 
hunting  Indian. 

Material  in  the  exhibit  is  loaned 
for  class  room  instruction.  It  is  plan¬ 
ned  as  part  of  a  visual  education 
program  by  American  museums. 

The  costume  color  plates  typify 
the  different  modes  of  dress  for 
various  peoples.  Among  the  sixty- 
two  plates  in  the  exhibit  is  one  of 
the  Chinese  nobility.  The  lady’s  ( 
kimona  is  figured  with  a  dragon  de¬ 
sign.  The  man  wears  a  long  neck¬ 
lace  nnd  both  have  the  extra  long 
finger  nails  so  characteristic  of  the 
higher  class  in  China. 

DIFFERENT  DRESS  STYLES 

Another  plate  shows  the  Russian 
Turkestan  Uzbergs.  One  illustrates 
an  extra  wide  sash  worn  by  the  an¬ 
cient  Japanese  nobility.  The  Afghan¬ 
istan  is  shown  with  a  costume  which 
resembles  a  modem  snow  suit  with 
its  closed  trouser  bottoms.  Remind¬ 
ing  one  of  the  cold  northern  climate, 
the  Manchurian  dress  is  heavy.  'Die 
man  wears  a  furry  coat  and  hat 
while  around  his  neck  is  hung  a  long 
necklace.  The  lady  has  odd  shoes 
which  are  built  upon  blocks. 

The  model  houses,  about  twenty- 
five  of  them  built  to  scale,  are  of 
plaster-of-parls.  In  this  group  Is  the 
cliff  dweller’s  home,  an  igloo,  and 
an  African  hut.  They  are  typical 
of  the  present  day  home  of  people 
living  in  the  more  back-ward  re¬ 
gions. 

A  copy  of  a  fifteenth  century 
German  house  at  Hildeshelsn  stands 
out  among  the  exhibit.  There  is  a 
model  of  Haddon  Hall,  an  English 
Gothic  structure.  Another  Is  the 
Chinese  house  with  Its  familiar 
sway-back  roof  and  serpnnt  heads- 
A  DYNAMITE  HOUSE 

Adams  house  at  Quincy,  Massach-  i 
usetts,  is  shown.  “Woodlands,”  a 
Georgian  style  house,  catches  the  eye 
with  its  outstanding  beauty.  Others 
in  the  exhibit  are  the  Egyptian 
house,  the  Austrian  Tyrol,  the 
Mexican  cobbler’s  hut,  and  the  plank 
house  with  a  totem  pole  at  one  end. 
A  model  Byzantine  house,  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  era  between  the  tenth 
nnd  fifteenth  centuries,  Is  a  re¬ 
minder  of  Constantinople. 

Showing  the  transition  of  Euro¬ 
pean  architecture  styles  to  America 
Is  Potts  House  at  Valley  Forge,  the 
headquarters  of  General  Washing¬ 
ton  in  1760.  Members  of  the  faculty 
and  the  student  body  are  invited  to 
visit  this  display.
